fighting in Indochina.

Secretary Dulles is an honest 
man. And honest men in a situ- 
ation where they cannot be com- 
pletely honest, are troubled and 
less effective. 

Here, in essence, is the Dulles 
dilemma—which is the dilemma 
of every one of us: 

1. In a very real sense we 
have ‘‘met ourselves coming 
back”’ in Indochina. We went 
all out for a cease-fire and an 
armistice in Korea. Yet, in In- 
dochina we urge the French to 
keep on fighting. We speak un- 
officially of continuing for two 
more years—until a formidable 
and effective force is trained 
and equipped. We know that if 
a ‘‘peace”’ is made in Indochina 
today the Communist: would 
gain control of the entire politi- 
cal situation within a few weeks. 

2. Secretary Dulles, and his 
country, also are rendered less 
effective because the Republican 
Party campaigned in 1951 

gainst a foreign policy in which, 

asically, they believed. 

There was reason for this. 

The foreign policy of the Tru- 
man administration was a bi- 
partisan one which had been 
made possible by Republican 
support, led by the late Sen. 
Arthur Vandenberg. 

The Eisenhower administra- 
tion has had to carry it along 
and yet try to make it appear to 
be something else. 

This dilemma has a number 
of horns. And they are goring 
Secretary Dulles and the coun- 
try. 

He has heen forced, for ex- 
ample, to the extreme position 
of saying that we will not agree 
to anything at Geneva if it has a 
price tag on it.

Answer 

The answer to that is—why go 
at all? . 

It is unusual diplomacy to an- 
nounce in advance a rigid for- 
mula of what one will and what 
one will not do. In Washington, 
it privately is said that the 
United States agreed to the,Ge- 
neva meeting only at the insist- 
ence of France, which desper- 
ately wants to end the war in 
Indochina. We don’t want it to 
end unless, and until, there. is 
real assurance the anti-Commu- 
nist forces thete can be resisted 
and, finally, rendered ineffec- 
tive. 

The French have never recove 
ered from the first world war. 
They have no great will for any- 
thing. 

If the battle of Dien Bien Phu 
{s lost, then the diplomatic bat- 
tle of Geneva may well be lost 
by lack of French will to con- 
tinue but to take any sort of set- 
tlement. In such an_e event, 
American hoys might well be 
fighting in Indochina. The Pres-

The lightning strike, launched 
late Sunday, was the first major 
French counter-attack since the 
rebels stormed the northwest bas- 
tion March 13 under raking French 
fire that killed at least 3,000 at- 
tackers.

Board Backs 
Fire Hub for 


Sandy Sprgs. 


The Board of Firemasters Mon- 


‘ day endorsed a plan préviding for 


the operation of a volunteer fire 
department at Sandy Springs un- 
der the supervision of the Atlanta 
Fire Department. 

Details are to be worked out for 
final approval of the board by a 
Sandy Springs citizens’ committee 
and Fire Chief C. C. Styron. 

The plan, as outlined for Sandy 
Springs by Fulton County Man- 
ager A. E. Fuller, calls for the 
construction and equipping of a 
fire station with money from the 
county's Safety Building Bond 
Fund. 


COST PUT AT $30,000 

Fuller estimated the cost of 
building and equipment, including 
a 750-gallon pumper, at $30,000. 
A one-mill tax would be levied 
on citizens within a three-mile 
radius of the station to meet op- 
erating expenses. 

The role of the Atlanta Fire De- 
partment would be to train and 
assist the volunteer company 
which would be manned by 16 
Sandy Springs residents. 

The station, to be located on 
county-owned property near the 
city’s recreation center, would 
provide fire protection and lower 
insurance premiums for the 
Sandy Springs school, business 
and residential areas comprising 
a population of about 2,000.

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World Spotlight 
Swings to Egypt 


There is an old saving that every rev- 
olution devours its own litter. 

In Egypt it appears that the revolu- 
tion staged by the army more than a year 
ago to oust the corrupt and dissolute King 
Farouk has devoured General and Presi- 
dent Mohammed Naguib. Even though he 
may retain all his titles, he has lost in the 
contest for power. 

Until recently he was the darling of 
the mobs. Now they cry for his blood. 
Naguib is now at his home suffering from 
nervous and physical exhaustion. As doc- 
tors gave him stimulants, he whispered, 
“I want to die.” 

The real ruler is the man who always 
has been the strong man of the army offi- 
cers—Col. Gamal Abdel Nasser. He will 
be opposed by the younger officers, but if 
the army remains stable he will impose 
and retain iron control. 

Naguib lost because he wanted to hold 
an election. 

Those who believe in democracy and 
the processes of the ballot will be dis- 
mayed. They well may be. The masses 
of people in long-exploited Egypt fear de- 
mocracy and the ballot. They believed the 
old “Farouk crowd” would win any elec- 
tion because they would dominate in many 

opulous areas where the masses, unfa- 
miliar with the ballot, would be herded 
to the polls and the results faked. 

One thing is plain. 

No one called for a return of the mon- 
archy. 

Colonel Nasser is more friendly to the 
West than Naguib. He is just as ardent a 
nationalist. He will remain firm on con- 
trol of the Suez Canal, but if he can retain 
control long enough through Naguib to es- 
tablish a stable government, he will be 
ready to discuss a solution. 

It is tremendously important to the 
West that Egypt have a stable govermnent 
—as it is that France be a stable political 
quantity in Europe. The Egyptian revo- 
lution, now devouring its litter, is some- 
thing to watch. It is a part of ‘the future 
and what it turns out to be will influence 
the years ahead for better or worse in the 
fight against Communist penetration.

Call of Politics Proves 


Too Strong for Barkley 


Old soldiers may fade away and mati- 
nee idols may die young, but once a politi- 
cian always a politician! 

When Alben Barkley announced his re- 
tirement from the political arena at the ex- 
piration of his term as vice president, the 
shock was grievous indeed. The colorful, 
free-swinging Kentuckian had been in the 
limelight for so many years that his de- 
cision was accepted as a personal grief by 
millions of American citizens. 

Mr. Barkley had served in just about 
every capacity that an individual can serve 
in. state and national politics. An effec- 
tive campaigner, he is among the last of 
the great old-fashioned political orators. 
Passed up by his party for its highest hon- 
or, he did not become embittered or lose 
faith. He came out swinging at the 1952 
convention with the session’s most effec- 
tive enunciation of Democratic Party prin- 
ciples. 

Mr. Barkley could not retire if he 
wanted to. Even at 76, he is full of ambi- 
tion, energy and vitality. His decision to 
run for the Senate from Kentucky this 
vear might have required courage for one 
less versed in the trade. He is tackling 
a formidable opponent in popular Repub- 
lican incumbent Sen. John Sherman Coop- 
er. But the Barkley friends say he will 
win and the Democrats are elated. 

Somehow, we are, too. Few people 
command the respect and affection of the 
American people as does the beloved for- 
mer Veep. He just naturally scems to fit 
in Washington and certainly his vast ex- 
perience and practical common sense are 
at a premium in today's Congress.

Georgia Is Building 


And Equalizing Schools 


Almost every day the headlines tell of 
school improvements in Georgia commu- 
nities as they struggle manfully to meet 
the problem of too many students for too 
few classrooms. The combined total rep- 
resents a staggering sum. 


Monday morning’s paper cited three 
projects that are typical of what's going 
on. 

Upson Supt. Gordon R. Holstun an- 
nounced that contracts for the county's 
million-dollar school building program 
will be let in June. 


Supt. L. G. Lancaster of Jefferson 
County reveals that the State Board of 
Education has approved a $1,750,000 pro- 
gram for that county. 

Fayette County voters will go to the 
polls in April to vote on a $125,000 bond 
issue to help replace their high school that 
was recently destroyed by fire. 

Already completed in Upson is a new 
12-room Negro school that will go far 
toward equalizing school facilities in that 
county. Three more such schools are in 
the building program and improvements 
and additions are slated for five white 
schools as well. 

The Jefferson program calls for build- 
ing a $300,000 central high school for 
Negroes in Louisville with new elemen- 
tary schools slated for Wrens, Wadley and 
Bartow. 

Fayette has had to revise its school 
plans because of its disastrous fire, but 
hopes to meet its fundamental needs. 

The State School Building. Authority 
is, of course, making it possible to carry 
on this program for the welfare and the 
future of Georgia. While the big job is 
still ahead, we are whittling away at this 
fundamental problem of classroom space. 

We are pleased with the many in- 
stances of local participation to supple- 
ment the state's efforts. Georgia can lick 
her school problems and the best proof of 
this is the progress that has already been 
made.

Program Gets Results 


Results of Houston County’s antirabies 
drive through fox control should be grati- 
fying to every one but the foxes and those 
who make sport of chasing, but not cap- 
turing, the animal. 

The Houston Home Journal reports 
that the drive has netted 125 foxes at a 
bounty of $2 each. 

“There was no record of the number of 
bobcats, dogs, etc., caught in the traps 
set,” the weekly at Perry commented. 

You can add the bobcats and dogs that 
have felt the pinch to the list of those 
pained by the antifox campaign. But the 
health officials and others who know the 
nature of the rabies menace no doubt are 
well pleased.

This is one of the deplorable aspects of our 
give-away or spending programs—loose millions, 
like honey, inevitably draw flies. Informants 
returning recently from Korea said the same 
thing was true of the multimillion-dollar aid 
and reconstruction sums we've granted to that 
country. This is a shameful way of making 
money but some of our unprincipled promoters 
have neither ethics nor morals. 

We hope the agencies concerned exert the 
utmost vigilance in this matter. Every Ameri- 
can “‘businessman” bent on making a fast buck 
at the expense of our aid programs should be 
booted out of the areas affected, but fast.

It was generally accepted when 
the new Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare was created 
early in the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration out of the former Federal 
Security Agency that there was po- 
litical design in that move. This 
recognition of social welfare by 


giving its federal government 
functions cabinet status clearly 
represented a gesture to former 
Roosevelt-Truman followers who 
had switched in the 1952 election 
to General Eisenhower. 

She has the only really new issue 
in this whole field. That is the 
President's recommendation for 
government reinsurance of group 
health insurance plans so that they 
can expand and take care of many 
more people and also handle types 
of illness into which most of them 
have not ventured thus far because 
of the financial risk. This proposal 
originated with the special com- 
mission appointed by President 
Truman on the nation’s health 
needs, but it never got into Con- 
gress. 

Now it has. In fact, it is being 
explored daily by the House Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, .before which Mrs. Hobby 
appeared as the first witness last 
week, 

How great public interest there 
is in this health insurance expan- 
sion program was indicated by 
Rep. Wolverton (R-N.J.), commit- 
tee chairman, who said he had 
received more letters about it than 
about any issue during his whole 
career in Congress. That has been 
a quarter of a century. 

So Mrs. Hobby seems to have 
something here that could put a

The new service is by freighter. 
This method of travel is casual 
and comfortable. It is distinguished 
by odd meal hours and the ab- 
sence of itching palms as the pas- 
senger disembarks. It is not for 
those who demand a lot of atten- 
tion and like to have a doc- 
tor aboard. Most freighters with 
passenger accommodations carry 
a maximum of twelve, and the 
same steward who cleans up your 
stateroom may also wait on your 
table. Between meals he disap- 
pears, and freighter life is pretty 
much on a self-service basis. . 

This month the Moore-McCor- 
mack Lines instituted passenger 
service from Savannah to South 
America. Six passengers boarded 
the Mormacyork for ports in Bra- 
zil, Uruguay and the Argentine. 
Moore-McCormack is one of the 
big, names in American shipping. 
Savannah is one of its ports of call, 
and now that the line is promoting 
its passenger business in the South, 
the port has added another dis- 
tinction to its long list of postwar 
accomplishments. 

The passenger trade in and out 
of Savannah once was brisk. There 
was the Savannah Line with its 
service to New York and Boston, 
and the Merchants and Miners to 
Boston and other Eastern ports. 
The ships were old, even then, but 
what they lacked in Streamlining 
they made up for in comfort and 
un. It was a pleasant and lazy 
way to get around, and a favorite 
way for Atlantans to get to the big 
city.

Many of our beloved hymns speak of Jesus 
“What a Friend We Have in 
Jesus,’ “Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” ‘‘O Thou 


as a Friend. 


New York, one way by steamer, 


-the other by rail, and the time 


spent on shipboard usually was the 
pleasantest part of the trip. 

The Savannah Line and the Mer- 
chants and Miners were war cas- 
ualties along with other coastwise 
shippers, and in this age of speed 
and ulcers it began to look as if 
the quiet contemplative life of a 
passenger at sea was another cas- 
ualty. 

Freighter travel is for lovers of 
the sea only, and those who like to 
hide in the bowels of an ocean 
queen and pretend they are in a 
hotel shouldn't try it. The  state- 
rooms on a freighter usually are 
large and comfortable, but deck 
space is limited and there are no 
polished young officers to dance 
with lonely ladies. The passengers 
dine with the officers, and the time 
of the meals is set for the time the 
watches change, awfully early for 
the average non-seagoing consti- 
tution. 

There are many advantages to 
freighter travel though, such as 
no neckties if you wish, and no 
professionally personable type ca- 
joling you into bridge tournaments, 
balloon dances and benefits for the 
indigent widows of seamen. 

On a freighter you're close to the 
sea, often too close if the weatber 
is rough. One freighter trip and 
the passenger knows more about 
the sea and ships than the people 
who get their pictures in the paper 
celebrating their 35th transatlantic 
crossing, invariably on whichever 
ship then holds the record for 
speed.

To them Jesus showed patience, 
kindness and love. He loved not 
only those who wanted His love 
and those who were easy to love: 
He loved the unlovely and the un- 
lovable. The influence of His love 
was such that many who were at 
first unfriendly later became com- 
panions and faithful disciples. 

Thirdly, Jesus was a friend of 
“publicans and sinners.’”’ Those 
who stood condemned before the 
bar of public opinion, those who 
were named as outcasts by the

Can Prevent War 


WASHINGTON—The American people may 
thank their lucky stars that the Stevenson-Ache- 
son-Truman concepts of how to deal with Soviet 


social conscience, those who de- 
filed in word and deed the will of 
God and the laws of men — they 
too discovered the transforming 
power of the Master's affection. 

Fourthly, Jesus was a friend of 
women and children. In that day 
women had little of the social 
significance they now enjoy. Much 
of Christ's courteous and respect- 
ful attitude toward women is re- 
flected in Christian history. The 
church early affirmed that in 
Christ there is neither male nor fe- 
male (Galatians 3:28). Christ ‘‘lib- 
erated’’ woman from the role of 
drudge and made her equal to 
man. 

And Jesus loved children, and 
they loved Him. When the disciples 
were too concerned with scemingly 
more important affairs to be both- 
ered with small children, Jesus 
called the children unto himself, 
put His hand on them, and blessed 
them (Matthew 19:13). 

Was there ever a friend with 
as warm a heart and as deep a de- 
votion to his fellowmen? After the 
passing of 20 long centuries, mil- 
lions name Him as the dearest and 
most wonderful of friends. In ex- 
change for the friendship He of- 
fers, He makes this challenge: “Ye 
are my friends, if. ye do whatever 
I command you” (John 15:14). 


Russia do not prevail today and that the Eisenhower-Dulles policy 
of clear-cut warnings and resolute preparation has taken its place. 

Because the average man is not always alerted to the insidious 
way by which politicians, for partisan advantage, do not hesitate to 


undermine the foreign policy of 
their own country and raise un- 
necessary suspicions that could 
divide our Allies, the deliberate 
campaign of sabotage of Ameri- 
can foreign policy which began 
with Adlai Stevenson's speech on 
March 6. 


Stevenson, in a speech at Mi- 
ami, said: “If the Communists 
try another Korea we will re- 
taliate by dropping bombs on 
Moscow or Peiping or wherever 
we choose—or else we will con- 
cede the loss of another Korea-- 
and presumably other countries 
after that—as ‘normal in _ the 
course of: events’.’”” He then 
asked: ‘‘Will we turn brush fires 
and local hostilities into major 
conflicts? Will our Allies go 
along?’’ 

Although Canada’s foreign min- 
ister, Lester Pearson, promptly 
followed the Stevenson line in a 
speech which indirectly accused 
America, in effect, of thinking of 
going it alone in the world, Sir 
Winston Churchill told the British 
Parliament that ‘‘smooth and 
friendly arrangements” had been 
made for instant consultations be- 


tween the United States 
Great Britain. 

This, however, did not satisfy 
former Secretary Acheson, who 
insisted that America must ree 
sign herself to a lot of wars like 
Korea. 

How much more in keeping 
with realism and with the Ameri- 
can spirit of resoluteness the 
Eisenhower policy happens to be 
can be seen by noting the words 
of Secretary Dulles, wherein he 
makes it clear that further ag. 
gression should be met by 
“united action’’ and that ‘‘some- 
times it is necessary to take 
risks to win peace, just as it is 
necessary in war to take risks to 
win victory.”’ 

Mr. Dulles has not softened his 
Original statements. His firm at- 
titude is one that can prevent a 
third world war and deter ag- 
gression even in local areas, just 
as the weak attitude revealed by 
Mr. Achéson in his January 1950 
speech, notifying the Communist 
world that Korea was outside the 
defense perimeter of United 
States, virtually invited the Com- 
munists to begin in June 1950 
their aggression in Korea.

other nations to defeat the ag- 
gressors. 

3. Dulles was warning the Com- 
munists that, no matter how many 
local battles ghey might win in 
Indochina, it would do them no 
good because the United States 
was not prepared to tolerate the 
conquest of that region. 


Dulles purposely did not define 
what he meant by taking “‘united 
action’’ to prevent the conquest of 
southeast Asia. It is known, hov- 
ever, that he had in mind a vari- 
ety of things—in some circum- 
stances, united action through the 
United Nations organization; in 
other circumstances, joint action 
of several nations having special 
interests in that part of the world, 
for example, the United States, 
France, Britain and specifically, 
Nationalist China. 


MONROE DOCTRINE 


For the time being the secre- 
tary merely intended to state the 
broadest principle. Just as Presi- 
dent Monroe, in the Monroe Doc- 
trine, had stated: ‘‘We owe it... 
to candor to declare that we 
should consider any attempt on 
their part to extend their system 
to any portion of this hemisphere 
as dangerous to our peace and 
safety,’’ so Dulles—with this sp> 
cific illustration in mind—was ex- 


tending the same principle to: 


southeast Asia. 

Dulles applied to this case the 
root principle he has been trying 
to apply to all this administra- 
tion's dealings with the Allies and 
the Communists: That it is im- 
portant to state in advance what 
you will not tolerate, so that your 
friends know what they can count 
on and your enemies know what 
. to avoid. 

His statement tonight reflected 
the apprehension that has been 
felt in official quarters here 
about the Geneva Conference on 
Korea and Indochina, the present 
status of French politics and the 
present state of public opinion 
in the United States. 

Though the United States has 
been paving a large part of the 
cost of the war in Indochina (the 
State Department says 64 per 
cent, the French say we've been 
paying 78 per cent), the feeling 
has been growing here that the 
French and the Associated States 
will not win the war by them- 
selves, and that, while they might 
very well need the help of, the 
United States, public opinion in 
the United States was. not pre 
pared for armed intervention. 


MORE IMPORTANT 


This has alarmed officials in 
the State and Defense depart- 
ments. The official view here ‘is 
that while the United States has 
guaranteed the Republic of Korea 
against aggression, southeast Asia 
is more important to the free 
world. 


This area—including the Asso 
ciated States of Indochina (Viet- 
nam, Cambodia and Laos), Thai- 
land, Burma, Indonesia, The 
Philippines and Formosa—has a 
population of 164 million and a 
land area of 1,585,000 square 
miles. 

It produces 95 per cent of the 
world’s rew rubber, 61 per cent 
of its tin, and vast quantities of 
other commodities normally im- 
ported into the United States. 
What is more important, it pro- 
duces, in Burma, Thailand and 
Indochina, the only food supplus 
in Asia. Thus, whoever controls 
this surplus holds an immense 
lever on the food-deficit countries 
of Japan, India, The Philippines, 
Java, Malaya and Ceylon. 

For these reasons, and the ad- 
ditional fact that, strategically, 
southeast Asia controls the com- 
munications between the Pacific 
and Indian oceans, the adminis- 
tration has decided that it must 
do something to make clear to 
everybody, including the Ameri- 
can people, that this region can- 
not be allowed to slip away to 
the Communists. 


SHARPEST STATEMENT 


Dulles, despite the vagueness 
of the language used, had never 
quite gone as far as he did to- 
night. Always in the past he had 
talked about what the United 
States would do if Red China sent 
its army into the Indochina war. 

Tonight he made elear that the 
United States would not tolerate 
the Communist conquest of the 
area ‘“‘by whatever means.”’ 

While the British and French 
were ‘“‘informed’’ of the Dulles 
speech in advance, there was no 
indication that the Paris and 
London governments had been 
asked to associate themselves 
with, or approve, what the secre- 
tary said. 

Though the speech was not 
made until late in the evening, 
various members of Congress 
knew about it in advance. Sen. 
William F. Knowland, the ma- 
jority leader from California, had 
been pleading publicly for a 
“‘bolder’’ policy, and he is ex- 
pected to be pleased by this lat- 
est Dulles doctrine. 

Elsewhere on the Hill, how- 
ever, the enthusiasm for the pos- 
sibility of American intervention 
in Indochina is somewhat lim- 
ited, particularly in an election 
year. It was not anticipated, how- 
ever, that the question of Amert- 
can intervention would arise un- 
til well after the election.

Many women, particularly ca- 
reer women, fairly live in suits. 
And, while it takes a well-pro- 
portioned figure to do a suit jus- 
tice, good posture is the back- 
bone of that smartly tailored 
look. 


The most popular sizes for 
suits are 12, 14 and 16. But size 
20 is sufprisingly popular too, 
and a size 20 woman can look 
very distinctive in a well cut 


suit, if she carries herself with 
an air. 

The set of the shoulders is very 
important to wearing a_ suit 
beautifully. Shoulders must be 
square, for it’s the hollow be- 
tween the shoulder and the bust 
that causes the suit jacket to 
slump and ruin the effect. The 
posture rule is to square the 
shoulders, keeping them down 
and relaxed. Raised shoulders 
lead not only to a feeling of stiff- 
ness, but to tension. 


However, shoulders are only 
part of the picture. Any ten- 
dency toward swayback, a fig- 
ure fault directly traceable to 
poor posture, spoils the fit of a 
tailored jacket. Worse, the sharp 
incurve at the back is compen- 
sated for by an outcurve of the 
abdominal wall. 


Stand sideways to a full-length 
mirror and take a critical look 
at the silhouette effect. If you'd 
like to do this really scientifical- 
ly, thumbtack a weighted plumb-

with a major symphony orches- 
tra. She first sang the role in 
Dallas, Texas, but she can't re- 


member how many times since.

There was an invitation in the morning mail to attend a meet- 
ing at 11 a.m. next Tuesday at the Conference Room in the Com- 
munity Services Building at 173 Walton St. The meeting, the 
note said, is for persons interested in discussing “how we might 


work out a program which would serve our aging population.” 

The problem of the old ones among us {is the most heart- 
breaking problem in our society today and I, for one, am in a 
mood to meet and discuss until I'm blue in the face if such will 


lead to constructive action. 

The oldsters with comfortable home and enough to cat are 
in sad enough plight. They have, from all appearances, outlived 
their usefulness when they can no longer work for a living. (Of 
course great numbers of them could work for a living except for 
the present day inclination to regard anybody over 65 as flabby in 
the brain as well as in body, no matter what the facts are in 
the individual case.) 


With no work to do even the comfortably off are in trouble. 
They won't get into the same trouble that invites idle young- 
sters, of course, but their brand of trouble can be just as de- 
structive in a family. They can become gossips or meddlers 
or, worse yet, they can take up ill health as a hobby and ride 
that into heavy expense and heavier demands on the time and 
the attention. 


The Golden Age Clubs, founded in Atlanta lately under the 
sponsorship of the welfare department and various community 
or church groups are so tremendously popular they have dem- 
onstrated the deep hunger of oldsters for social life and recrea- 
tion with people of their own age. A great many aging men and 
women travel ‘way across town to attend every one of the var- 
ious club meetings showing a pitiful eagerness to be with their 
contemporaries and to keep busy. 

That obvious need has led Golden Age Club sponsors to look 
around for a clubroom, where permanent facilities for hand- 
craft, card games, ‘movies, folk dancing, music-making session 
and song fests might be established. No such center is avail- 
able right now and as usual the problem is money. 


Of course, even more heartbreaking is the problem of the 
old person who is ill or helpless and dependent entirely on the 
good graces of the harassed keeper of a dingy, smelly sium 
boarding house. All they have in the world is the $50 to $55 
check from the welfare department which buys them scant ne- 
cessities in unlovely and unloving surroundings. The people who 
look after them are equally pitiful because the welfare check 
does not enrich them and the work of waiting on a querulous, 
complaining old person is demanding enough, leaving them 
little time or inclination for providing entertainment. 


A center for the aging—a center modeled somewhat after the 
YMCA or the YWCA-is an answer to some of the need, of 
course, and I hope next Tuesday's meeting will result in serious 
consideration of that project.
